WITH MORE GREAT TV 
NOW THAN EVER, IT’S 
OKAY TO FALL BEHIND

Earlier this month, FX President John Land- 
graf told a group of TV critics what so many 
had been feeling for the last few years: There’s 
just too much television. 

Not just television, scripted television. And 
not just scripted television, quality scripted 
television. 

Being the head of a network, Landgraf was 
naturally concerned. Television is a big busi- 
ness, and too much of it currently does not 
make money; the bubble will soon burst, he 
predicted. 

Bad for networks, but audiences might well 
feel relieved, or unburdened even. For many 
television’s recent creative and technical re- 
naissance has become overwhelming. Far from 
a guilty pleasure, TV viewing now feels more 
like a never-ending assignment, a cultural con- 
spiracy to keep everyone from from getting 
enough sleep or finally learning to kickbox. 
How can we, when we’re supposed to be catch- 
ing up with “Rectify,” “Empire” and “Unreal”? 

Binge-watching isn’t just the new sex— it’s 
the new workout, the new book club, the new 
cocktail hour. Where once most new shows 
premiered in the fall, now they drop all the 
time, some in complete seasons. Announce- 
ments of new programming from clever up- 
starts Netflix, Amazon, Hulu and Acorn feel 
like pop-culture air-raid sirens: “Citizens, seek 
shelter: ‘The Man in the High Castle’ is de- 
scending.” 

Of course, we want to see it, but, oh, my 
God, who has the time?

There are so many things worth watching, 
people feel rightfully overwhelmed. The trick 
is not to panic. Television viewing is not a com- 
petition or a test. 

No matter what appears to be occurring on 
social media, no law requires you, the average 
viewer, to be able to analyze the use of color in 
“Mad Men” or explain why the second season 
of “True Detective” was so terrible. You will 
not be asked to compare the tonality of a show 
written by Shonda Rhimes vs. versus a show 
produced by Shonda Rhimes. 

Unless you are a member of the Television 
Academy you will not be forced to choose be- 
tween Francis McDormand’s performance in 
“Olive Kitteridge” and Maggie Gyllenhaal’s in 
‘An Honorable Woman.” No one is required

to have watched the original British version of 
“House of Cards,” or “Fes Revenants” in the 
original French. It’s OK if you don’t know who 
Benedict Cumberbatch is. 

Well, no, actually it’s not. If you don’t know 
who Benedict Cumberbatch is, you really do 
need to turn on a screen or pick up a magazine 
or something. 

But there is absolutely nothing wrong with 
a diet that consists of long-running crime pro- 
cedurals on the broadcast networks or only 
knowing Key & Peele from the YouTube clips 
your friend shows you on his phone. 

There is no right or wrong way to watch 
television. The number and state of your cords 
are your own business. No fines will be levied 
against those who don’t have a subscription to 
Netflix/Amazon Prime/Hulu Plus/HBO Go/ 
Acorn TV (The piracy situation, on the other 
hand, has got to stop. Perhaps we need to stop 
calling it “piracy” which sounds kind of cool 


and Cap’n Jack Sparrow, and start calling it 
“stealing.”) 

Yes, it can be very confusing and alarm- 
ing— what does “Sesame Street’s” migration 
to HBO mean?— but in the end, a person can 
only watch only one show at a time, one epi- 
sode at time, for as long as he or she is inter- 
ested. (Yes, you can switch the thing off.) 

It’s not the amount of television that’s the 
problem, it’s the expectation that because it is 


the most populist visual art, everyone should 
be watching all of it and be ready to discuss it 
in an intelligent way 

Television is now a bona-fide art form, 
which means it’s worthy of intense criticism, 
deconstruction and theorizing, just like the- 
ater, dance or sculpture. It also means you 
can treat television the way you treat other 
forms of art— you can know a lot about a little 
or a little about a lot. You can keep your eye

Imagine if we all felt obligated to read every 
book on every best-sellers list. Even worse, 
imagine if we all felt obligated to talk about 
them. All the time. 

Too much TV? Hell, yes. FX’s Landgraf 
quoted possibly 400 new scripted shows this 
year. It’s like the classic candy factory scene 
in “I Love Lucy” where the stuff comes faster 
and faster. 

Television remains the definitive commu- 
nal experience, and social media has increased 
the speed and reach of that experience. At the 
same time, the same digital technology makes 
real-time reaction more choice than necessity 
Critics, reporters and bloggers may have to kill 
themselves trying to keep on top of every new 
thing, but the average viewer doesn’t have to. 

With minimal effort, you can watch what- 
ever you want, whenever you want. There’s 
“too much good TV” in large part because 
television has become portable, controllable, 
permanent and diverse, and no one’s quite sure 
how to cope— not even those who make and 
sell the stuff 

Shows and networks have always competed 
for eyeballs, but now, in the splintered universe 
of delivery systems, every offering must com- 
pete for brains as well. Time-honored tem- 
plates are being thrown out the window, and 
every new format— the mini-series, the special 
event, the prequel, the live performance— is 


scrutinized for staying power, while every new 
story is deconstructed for its social and liter- 
ary value. 

Torn between the pleasures of the binge 
and the gratification of intense scrutiny many 
choose both, parsing characters and narratives 
on a near-molecular level even as their number 
overwhelms us. 

No matter how much we watch, there’s 
someone telling us we need to watch some- 
thing else too, and offering increasingly 
sophisticated reasons why 

That may be the center that does not hold: 
the social media-driven FOMO. Take a breath. 
Sure, you might miss the first wave, but there’s 
plenty of time to catch up. And though some 
networks, platforms and shows may not make 
it in the long run, there will still be plenty left. 
You may just have to pay for it in a different 
way 

So relax and ride the storm. The beauty of 
television’s new depth and breadth is that 
there really is something for everyone. Leave 
the financial worries to the executives, many 
of whom, it must be noted, were running 
around 10 years ago saying scripted television 
was dead. 

Embrace the bubble; a tremulous tension 
of natural forces has created an unexpectedly 
large and glorious thing. Of course it will burst; 
that’s what bubbles do. But television was built 
on its ability to sell soap, and where’s there’s 
soap, there will be bubbles.

Will drone racing fly as a sport?

Imagine careening through the forest chas- 
ing Stormtroopers on speeder bikes as Luke 
Skywalker and Princess Leia did in a famous 
scene from “Star Wars,” flying around trees 
and ducking under branches. 

A group of drone operators created that 
sensation for Internet viewers when they re- 
cently raced their camera-equipped robotic 
quadcopters through a forest. The video went 
viral. 

It is that virtual-reality experience of sitting 
inside the small flying machine’s cockpit that 
convinced Stephen Ross, owner of the Miami 
Dolphins, and his business partner that drone 
racing could be the next big global sport. 

A few months ago, Ross’ New York in- 
vestment firm, RSE Ventures, bankrolled a 
startup called Drone Racing League to work 
on turning what is now little more than an 
underground hobby for enthusiastic drone 
geeks into a profitable business. 

With Ross’ initial funding of Si million, 
the drone league experimented with its con- 
cept this summer by gathering a small group 
of quadcopter pilots to race their machines 
through an abandoned century-old power 
plant in Yonkers, N. Y. 

The small helicopter-like drones sped 
around the course set up inside the industrial 
hulk, flying through doors— while avoiding 
the obstacles of the plant’s remaining rusty 
equipment— at speeds as fast as a car. 


Drone Racing League founder Nick 
Horbaczewski said he plans to organize drone 
races anywhere birds have a fascinating view: 
from jungles to parking garages to historical 
landmarks. 

“The opportunities are endless,” said Hor- 
baczewski, 34. 

The league plans to make money the same 
way any sports business would, including 
through sponsorships, media deals and even- 
tually ticket sales. 

“While it’s very early,” said Matt Higgins, 
who founded RSE Ventures with Ross, “it has 
all the makings of a future sport.” 

Drone racing as a hobby was sparked when 
manufacturers added video cameras to their 
robotic quadcopters, which are often roughly 
the size of a pizza. 

Pilots wear goggles that give them the 
drones’ perspective of the race course, calling 
it “first-person view,” or FPV racing. 

But the pastime really took off in the past 
year as the drones became more sophisticated 
with better controls, said Ryan Gury 32, who 
works for the league designing drones and 
race courses. 

“Before it was almost like you didn’t have 
the steering wheel tightened,” Gury said. 
“Now you have laser-sharp response rates.” 

Gury said racing a drone makes you feel as 
if you can defy gravity 

“You have this ridiculous connection to it,” 
he said. “It feels like you are a superhero.”

While Mick Jenkins’ 
new EP “Wavefs]” 
isn’t going to be his 
breakout effort, it’s 
still a worthwhile leap 
for the 24-year-old 
Chicago rapper and 
recent RedEye cover 
star. The nine-song 
project, his first 
for-sale release, is 
more of a placeholder 
to tide fans over 
from his excellent, 
heady 2014 mixtape 
“The Waterts]” to 
his upcoming debut album “The Healing 
Component,” due out next year. It’s the calm 
before the storm— a collection of songs that 
continues on his earlier work’s themes and 
hints at greatness to come. 

From the start, “Wavcfs}” picks up where 
“The Waterfs]” left off. On opener “Alchemy,” 
the first thing you hear from Jenkins is his 
“Drink more water” slogan, which continues 
his previous release’s central metaphor that 
water is truth and knowledge. Later, he howls 


“They say I be talking about water too much” 
before literally laughing off the criticisms, 
“You hear that? Ha ha/That’s how many 
[bleepjs I could give.” After all, he’s making 
a career out of meaningful music packaged 
in an easy-to-grasp concept; it’s why you see 
kids at his shows holding up water bottles 
instead of beer cans. 

“Wavefs}” isn’t all H20 references, though. 
The Kaytranada-produced “Your Love” is 
the most fun song Jenkins has ever written. 
Buoyed by a danceable synth line, the club 
anthem (surprising words to say when talking 
about Jenkins) finds the rapper crooning 
about “a dream in New Orleans” and “I want 
to love you.” It’s still smarter than radio fod- 
der and shows how versatile Jenkins can be. 

Perhaps the EP’s most impressive track is 
“P’s and Q’s.” It’s a showcase in alliteration, 
with a verbose line like, ‘Apearlescent silver 
lining through the questions I been quilting 
together” providing just a small sample of the 
lyrical gymnastics he pulls off. 

While several of the songs on “Wavejs}” 
fail to reach this incredibly high bar (in 
particular, the hook on “Perception” could be 
stronger), most artists never get there at all.
